He concur- 
red in the view held that a substantial grant should be made 
from County funds for patriotic purposes, and impressed on 
the Council the duty and privilege of giving assistance to the 
defenders of our country, or their dependants in the present 
crisis. 
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A deputation was then introduced, and Senator McCall, 
Mr. R. Quance of Delhi, Col. I. E. York of Waterford and Mr. 
J. L. Buck of Port Rowan addressed the Council briefly show- 
ing the necessity of assistance at the present time and the 
evident readiness of the people generally to assist. 


An informal discussion followed in which every member 
took part, the consensus of opinion being in favor of a grant 
being made.

(a) In aid and relief of the wives and families of 
soldiers engaged in the war with Germany. 


(b) In aid of the War Office expenditure for the estab- 
lishment or equipment of public hospitals for the treatment 
of wounded soldiers. 


(c) In aid for the above purposes of any incorporated 
society or societies or any association of individuals that 
may be selected by the Corporation. 


(d) In aid of any charitable institution selected by this 
Corporation. 


Be it therefore enacted by the Corporation of the County 
of Norfolk as follows: 


(1) That the sum of Fifteen Thousand Dollars be grant- 
ed by this Municipal Corporation for the purposes above set 
forth. 


(2) That the payment of said amount be provided for in 
the estimates for the ensuing year for ordinary expenditure.

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(3) That this Municipal Corporation be and is hereby 
authorized to borrow the said sum of Fifteen Thousand 
Dollars.

Special features observed at inspection in regard to dis- 
cipline and management.—The management is good and the 
inmates are kindly treated and cared for. The salaries paid 
do not compare favorably with the usual salaries paid in such 
institutions, and more help is required in the cooking and 
household departments. The County is fortunate in having 
such an excellent staff. 


Needs and recommendations.—This building was erected 
about 1877, and though well and substantially built, of course 
it requires much done to it from time to time. Some of the 
floors need renewing, and a good deal of painting, and general 
repairing and reconstruction is required. This is especially 
the case in the Laundry. Some modern machinery is badly 
needed, and a proper dryer is imperatively required. The 
farm and farm buildings are in good condition.
